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THERE are serious doubts about David 
Mitchell being available for Australia’s

But Mitch has a 
groin injury which 
may require surgery 
and this has cast a 
shadow over his soc- 
cer future.

will advise an opera- 
tion, 

“That would put me 
out of action for five or 
six weeks,” he said. 

Last year, after rep- 
resenting Australia in 
the World Soccer 
Series, Mitchell 
underwent an opera- 
tion, also. on his groin, 
but that was on the 
other leg. 

The former Adelaide 
City and Sydney City 
forward, who made 
first team status in 
Glasgow with the 
Rangers, is very keen 


to play for Australia in 
the international 
series to be played 
here at the end of next 
month. 

And absence from 
that series certainly 
would not help Mitch's 
bid to play in World 
Cup eliminations 
against Israel, New 
Zealand and Taipei 
starting in September. 

It is not just injury 
which clouds this very 
good player's future. 

Mitchell has been 
banned for 12 months 
from playing in Asia, 
following a mass 
brawl when he played 
for Seiko (Hong Kong) 


against Lioning 
(China) in the Asian 
Cup. 


He was sent off in 
that game and sus- 
pended for two match- 
es, but the 12 months 
ban was not imposed 
until six weeks after 
the dust-up. 


Seiko will appeal 
against the sentence 
and Mitchell is expec- 
ting the 12-months 
suspension to be 
lifted. 

But the big danger — 
as far as Australia’s 
World Cup planning 
is concerned — is that 
the Asian ban might 
become world-wide 
and this could prevent 
Mitchell playing for

IAN BRUSASCO 
WARNS 
COAST OPTIMISTS

QUEENSLAND Soccer Federation president lan Brusasco has 
brought reality back to suggestions that the Gold Coast could 
soon make a NSL bid by reminding officials on the tourist strip 
that they must walk before they run. 


Brusasco has sug- 
gested that the Coast 
work towards fielding 
a team in the Brisbane 
competition before 
thinking of the NSL. 

“If they are going to 
do that (enter the 
NSL), then it might be 
better if they went 
through the Premier 
League first,’ Brusas- 
co said. 

Support for a Gold 
Coast National 
League side surged 
last week following 
the successful promo- 
tion of the Brisbane 
City-Heidelberg clash 
at Carrara in the sha- 
dow of the new multi- 
million dollar Jupiter’s 
Casino. 

But if Gold Coast 


-officials decide to take 


Brusasco’s advice, it 
seems unlikely that 
the region would gain 
a berth in the Premier 
League in the foresee- 
able future. 

The present struc- 
ture of Brisbane soccer 
does not cater for a 
regional representa- 
tive team in the semi- 
professional leagues 


eee (Premier and In- 


termediate). In. fact, re- 
structuring recom- 
mendations were 
against teams outside 
of Brisbane playing in 
the Premier League, a 
point on which Bru- 
sasco campaigned 
strongly. 

The Gold Coast 
fielded a side in the 
Queensland State 
League but the admi- 
nistration side of the 
club was riddled with 
problems. 

Now the administra- 
tion of soccer on the 
tourist strip is under 
one banner, it is un- 
likely those problems 
would recur if a NSL 
bid came to fruition. 

A Gold Coast NSL 
side is not a new idea 
and National League 
officials two years ago 
listed the region as a 
future NSL growth 
area. 

Gold Coast and 
Albert Soccer Federa- 
tion vice-chairman 
Peter Williamson said 
he was “very serious” 
about a National 
League bid. 

“To put a team in we 
would need a very 
strong committee and 
a lot of financial back- 
ing, but we have got to 
aim for the top, be- 
cause if you're stan- 


ding still you're 
dead,’’ Williamson 
said. 


Despite the obvious 
hurdles faced by a 
Gold Coast bid, the 
move could remain in 
abeyance until one of 
the two Queensland 
teams, Brisbane City 
or Lions, is relegated. 
There is almost no 
chance the League 
would be expanded 
again to include a 


third 
side. 

But in keeping with 
the lifestyle and de- 
velopment on the tour- 
ist strip, Gold Coast 
officials have big 
plans for soccer. 

The region wants to 
stage Olympic soccer 
events if Brisbane's 
1992 bid is successful 
and Williamson is 95 
percent certain of win- 
ning rights to stage 
the 1987 Golden Old- 
ies tournament. 

The Golden Oldies, 
which is staged for 
ayers over 35 years, 
is to be staged in 
Santa Monica from 
October 5 this year 
and already teams 
have been entered by 
Elton John, Rod Ste- 
wart, Kevin Keegan, 
Sir Stanley Matthews, 
Kenny Dalglish and 
Trevor Brooking. 

Gold Coast organis- 
ers, who also are sen- 
ding a team to this 
year’s event, are ex- 
pecting a similar 
array of stars to attend 
the 1987 tournament. 

A video of the Gold 
Coast, highlighting 
the new casino which 
will be a centrepoint 
for the tournament, 
already has been sent 
to tournament 
organisers and a final 
decision on the 1987 
venue is expected 
within six weeks. 

Tournament rules 
say the 1987 event 
must be staged in the 
Southern Hemisphere 
and at this stage only 
Sydney is bidding 
against~ the Gold 
Coast. 

“Because of the tour- 
ist appeal of the Gold 
Coast, I don’t think we 
have any worries,” 
Williamson said.
